PRESIDENT LEONE'S DINNER NOVEMBER 4 FOR THE SECRETARY AND 
SCHEDULE EOR SECRETARY'S ADDRESS BEFORE WORLD EOOD CONEERENCE 
HAVE NOW BEEN MADE AVAILABLE TO EMBASSY BY PRESIDENT LEONE'S 
DIPLOMATIC ADVISER AND BY EOREIGN MINISTRY PROTOCOL OEEICER. 

2. WITH REGARD TO PRESIDENT LEONE'S DINNER NOVEMBER 4, WE ARE 
INEORMED THAT FUNCTION WILL BE BLACK TIE, UNLESS SECRETARY 
INDICATES PREEERENCE TO THE CONTRARY IN VIEW OE LIMITED TIME 
AVAILABLE ALTER ARRIVAL TO CHANGE INTO BLACK TIE. OUR BEST 
ESTIMATE IS THAT SECRETARY WILL HAVE APPROXIMATELY 30 TO 35 
MINUTES AT HOTEL BEEORE DEPARTING EOR PRESIDENT LEONE'S DINNER. 
GUIDANCE IS REQUESTED AS TO WHETHER BLACK TIE IS ACCEPTABLE TO 
SECRETARY. 

3. BOTH FOREIGN MINISTRY AND QUIRINALE PALACE AGREE IN 
PRINCIPLE THAT GILTS WILL NOT REPEAT NOT BE EXCHANGED. 

HOWEVER, QUIRINALE PALACE SAYS THAT SOME SMALL GILTS, 

DESCRIBED AS QTE LITTLE SOUVENIRS UNQTE WILL BE GIVEN TO MRS. 
KISSINGER IN VIEW OE EACT THAT THIS IS HER EIRST VISIT TO ROME 
AS WIFE OE SECRETARY OF STATE. 

4. WITH REGARD TO WORLD FOOD CONFERENCE SCHEDULE, EOREIGN 
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MINISTRY PROTOCOL OEEICER INEORMS US THAT PRESENT THINKING 
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IS TO SCHEDULE ADDRESSES AT OPENING OE CONFERENCE BY PRESIDENT 
LEONE, SECRETARY GENERAL WALDHEIM, AND SECRETARY KISSINGER 
IN THAT ORDER. THESE THREE ADDRESSES WOULD BE SCHEDULED 
BEFORE LUNCH, AS PART OF FORMAL CEREMONIAL OPENING. ADDRESSES 
BY THE CHIEFS OF STATE WOULD THEN BEGIN AFTER LUNCH AS PART OF WORKIN 
G 

SESSIONS OF CONFERENCE. (COMMENT: APPARENTLY ORGANIZERS 
OF WORLD FOOD CONFERENCE ARE SEEKING A FORMULA TO PERMIT 
FIRMING-UP SCHEDULE WITHOUT WAITING FOR THE FIRM DECISIONS OF 
BOUMEDIENE AND PERHAPS OTHER CHIEFS OF STATE AS TO WHETHER THEY 
WILL DELIVER FORMAL ADDRESSES BEFORE CONFERENCE.)
